It's Unfair To 
Needle Allies 
TOOTHING could be more unfair than to 
demand 
that 
our 
Western 
Allies 
knuckle down harder while we ourselves 
permit vital defense efforts to lag. There 
is impressive evidence that this very thing 
is happening. 
The abl* Senate Preparedness Commit 
tee 
under 
Senator Lyndon Johnson of 
Texas has turned up defense 
production 
facts which are difficult to blink. For the 
period from April to June of this year, air­ 
craft deliveries were 24 per cent below ex­ 
pectations; tank deliveries 40 per cent be­ 
low” 
electronics 
equipment 30 per cent 
short, and guided missiles 70 per cent un­ 
der the goal. 
In all, deliveries for all kinds of weap­ 
ons and eqquipment fell $600,000,000 be­ 
hind projected objectives. 
The 
committee properly chided Maj.- 
Gen. George H. Olmsted, director of the 
Defense Departm ent’s military aid 
pro­ 
gram, for attempting to conceal some of 
these facts. 
When dhiginal schedules for arms ship­ 
ments to Europe collapsed, his office sim­ 
ply lowered its sights to easier goals. Later, 
because these more limited aims were sur­ 
passed, 
the 
general 
misleadingly 
told 
newsmen overseas shipments were “well 
ahead of schedule.” 
This kind of performance has no place 
in a nation trying seriously to contribute 
the lion’s share to defense of 
the 
free 
world. We cannot inspire confidence in the 
American government by resort to statisti­ 
cal trickery. Both the people at home and 
our friends abroad are 
entitled 
to 
a 
straight story. 
In this case, the story is not a happy one. 
According to the Johnson report, our pro­ 
duction deficiencies can be laid to short­ 
ages of m aterials, manpower and machine 
tools. We seem not to have learned the les­ 
son of World W ar II—that ample provision 
for greatly expanded output of machine 
tools is fundamental to the entire defense 
effo rt 
These shortages exist, said the commit­ 
tee, because production is badly coordin­ 
ated and because we Americans do 
not 
"have the courage to put guns ahead of 
butter.” In other words, we are still too in­ 
tent on maintaining business as usual and 
running the defense program as a sort of 
side-show. The hard decisions that would 
giv* defense the dominating priority it 
needs are not being made. 
All this means, of course, that neither 
w e nor our Allies are getting the sort of 
defense we presumably want. For exam­ 
ple, the Johnson committee declared “the 
sad fact is we do not have a modernized 
air fleet which begins to 
approach 
our 
target of 95 wings.” To authorize 140-odd 
wings, as is contemplated, will only add to 
an illusion of strength which does not ex­ 
ist. We are still just paper-strong. 
We are asking the Europeans to face the 
realities, to slash through the underbrush 
of preliminaries and get down to business. 
We had better practice what we preach. 


Time W e Learned 
Aboil* Taxation 
J 
AMES A. SHELTON, president of the 
Security-First National Bank of Los 
Angeles, recently said, “The most whole­ 
some thing for the welfare of our country 
would be for the citizens of modest means 
to learn through taxation what the costs of 
their government really are.” 
A great many people still cling to the 
delusion that we can pay for anything and 
everything by the 
simple 
expedient 
of 
soaking the rich. The fact is that the rich 
have been soaked to the point of diminish­ 
ing return already with terrific income, in­ 
heritance, gift, and other taxes. Something 
like two-thirds of all the money left after 
taxation now goes to people in the under - 
$5,000 income bracket. 
It is obvious that 
they are going to pay most of all future tax 
increases—for the reason that nobody else 
can. 
The new income tax law, which went in­ 
to effect November I, will add ll per cent 
to the income taxes of everyone. In other 
words the pay envelope has shrunk once 
again. At the same time the new tax bill 
also has substantially increased the price 
of a long list of items, ranging from auto­ 
mobiles to cigarettes,,by raising the excise 
taxes. 
Certainly, Mr. Shelton’s hope that the 
American people learn through 
taxation 
w hat government really costs should be 
realized today. The “little m an” is taking 
the beating. 


issue of the 1952 election campaign. 
There are other issues, all of them im­ 
portant, such as taxation, 
extravagance, 
foreign policy, domestic policy, etc., etc., 
but by far the most im portant issue of all 
is the issue of corruption. The stories of 
mink coats, influence peddling. RFC and 
internal revenue department scandals, of 
low moral standards in high governmental 
offices provide the most vital issue in the 
approaching election. 
The people have a right to expect in­ 
tegrity and high moral character of its 
public servants and particularly those who 
hold position of high public trust. Unfor 
tunately, the standards that exist today are 
extremely low. Rep. Potter declared that 
the moral stature of the federal govern­ 
ment today is the lowest in the history of 
the nation. 
Rep. Potter conceded that the Repub­ 
lican administration of President Harding 
was riddlea by graft and corruption but he 
emphasized that Republicans exposed the 
graft and Republicans cleaned 
up 
the 
mess. The situation is entirely different to­ 
day because the Democrats who are be­ 
traying their public trust are being sup­ 
ported in their infamy by the Democratic 
leaders. It will take a clean sweep by the 
Republicans in 1952 to clean out the graft­ 
ers, the chiselers and influence peddlers 
and to restore a high level of honesty in 
federal office. 
There are many issues of importance in 
the 1952 election campaign but none so im­ 
portant to the welfare of the nation as the 
issue of moral disintegration. 


Peace Hopes Rise 
In Korean War 
PR O G R E SS in the Korean truce negotia- 
tions which dragged « t a snail’s pace 
for weeks finally is being 
speeded 
up. 
There appears a definite desire on the part 
of both sides to work out an armistice by 
the Dec. 27 deadline. The appointment of 
sub-committees to work on specific prob­ 
lems is one indication of this desire. 
Also, 
compromises on both sides have 
been m ade frequently within recent days. 
The two sides, of course, are still a long 
way from agreement and 
many 
really 
tough problems remain to be solved. The 
entire negotiations could fall apart on any 
one of these issues. 
Th! latest restrictions submitted by the 
Reds are far from 
satisfactory 
to 
the 
United Nations delegates, particularly the 
proposal that would prevent 
rotation 
of 
troops. 
However, these problems can be 
worked out if the 
opposing 
delegations 
truly want to find a mutually agreeable 
basis for peace in Korea. 
It is essential that the armistice terms 
provide means for assurance that military 
buildups will be prohibited. Otherwise, the 
armistice would mean only a lull while the 
Reds regroup their strength for another 
attack. 
The developments in Korea do provide 
the best cause for optimism in months that 
a settlement of the armistice issues may 
be near and that the blood-letting will be 
ended before th month has passed.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—Those who have work­ 
ed with likable Howard McGrath as attor­ 
ney general say there are only two things 
wrong with him: 
1. He is seldom around the place where 
Jie is supposed to work—the justice de­ 
partment. 
2. He has his eyes so firmly fixed on 
the U. S. supreme court that he is afraid 
to make any moves that might make ene­ 
mies. 
Real fact is that McGrath entered the 
justice department with every expectation 
of being upped to the supreme court with­ 
in a year. Justice Stanley Reed, not in the 
best of health, was expected to retire. 
But Reed recovered. Meanwhile the poli­ 
cy of offending no one, established early in 
the McGrath regime, has drifted on. 
Early in life, likewise, Howard got into 
the habit of offending no one. He learned 
that if you’re lucky and don’t 
rock 
the 
boat, things come your way. We also learn­ 
ed that if you exude enough charm, a rea­ 
sonable degree of common sense, and know 
how to finesse friendships you 
can 
get 
along with most of the people most of the 
time—at least in a small state like Rhode 
Island. 
M cGrath’s father was a prominent mem­ 
ber of the Knights of Columbus and one 
of his father’s jobs was to handle K. C. in­ 
surance. 
So, 
through his father, young 
Howard got to know most of the Irish in 
the small state of Rhode Island. 
On 
top 
of 
this, Howard married the 
daughter of the leading French-Canadian, 
Estelle 
Cadorette, 
one of the loveliest 
ladies now in the cabinet. There is a heavy 
French population in Rhode Island, 
and 
the marriage didn’t hurt him at all with 
French voters. 
SHREWD PARTNERSHIPS 
In addition, McGrath formed a law part­ 
nership with the leading 
New 
England 
blue blood of the state, Theodore Francis 
Green, one of the most courageous mem­ 
bers of the U. S. Senate. 
It may have been pure accident, or it 
may have been—as the politicians say—be­ 
cause the Italian population is heavy in 
Rhode Island, but McGrath also formed a 
political partnership with 
John 
Pastore, 
Italian-American 
governor of the state, 
who took McGrath’s seat in the Senate 
when he became attorney general. 
With this array of nationalities behind 
him, 
nobody could lose in- Rhode Island, 
and Howard has gone a long way. In the 
Senate he had an excellent record while as 
attorney general he has never flinched at a 
case involving civil rights or human tol- 
rance. 
The chief trouble is that Howard doesn't 
have many opportunities to flinch; for the 
men below bring few complex or forth­ 
right cases to him for decision. 
They 
know, 
first, that Howard isn’t 
around much of the time to review cases; 
second, that the key tune of the justice de­ 
partm ent is pitched at a low, easy-going, 
make-few-enemies level. 
They know, for instance, that their boss, 
the attorney general, was a leading figure 
in one of the big tax-avoidance founda­ 
tions, Textron, set up as a charity trust, 
though it operated 
huge 
textile 
mills. 
There was nothing illegal about this, but 
when the man you are working for once

Trautman Warns 


Minor Leagues 


Of Radio Threat 


COLUMBUS, O. — OP)—George 
Trautm an sounded a glim w arn­ 
ing today that minor league base­ 
ball cannot long survive the “ra­ 
dio um brella” of 
m ajor 
league 
broadcasts. 
The president of the National 
Association of Minor Leagues told 
the opening session of the golden 
jubilee convention “The solution 
is squarely in the hands of the in­ 
dividual club.” 
“It is the legal right (and moral 
obligation),” said Trautm an, for 
each individual club to exercise a 
reasonable 
restraint 
over 
its 
broadcasting and telecasting poli­ 
cies. 
Trautm an said the m inor league 
fans become more and more m a­ 
jor league conscious because of 
“nationw ide broadcasts 
that 
fill 
the air daily with highly colored 
descriptions of m ajor league play.” 


Getting Smaller 
The 
minor 
league 
delegates 
were reminded that their struc­ 
ture shrunk from 59 leagues and 
444 clubs in ’49 to 49 leagues and 
356 clubs in ’51 while attendance 
declined from $43,700,000 in ’49 
to 27,500,000 last season. 
“It is difficult to understand” 
said Trautm an, “how any m ajor 
league club could conceive it to 
be in its ultim ate interest to en­

broadcasting. C ertainly the imme­ 
diate receipts cannot be the jus­ 
tification. 
“Certainly vt

of 
walleye fingerlings. 
Wisconsin’s muskellunge plant­ 
ing program was described by re­ 
presentatives of that state. Minne-' 
sota and Michigan have carried 
on some experiments, but appar­ 
ently have not been as successful. 
Certain types of warm waters are 
required for the successful propa­ 
gation of this species of game fish, 
ii was pointed out. 
In Wisconsin, northern pike are 
tieing exterminated from muskie 
waters. Because of their earlier 
hatching date, the 
northern pike 
compete with the 
muskies 
for 
their food, and consequently have 
been found detrimental to muskie 
fishing. 
Both Michigan and 
Minnesota 
have carried on experiments with

The Legends Of 
Christmas Are Many 


There 
are 
almost 
as 
many 
Christmas legends and supersti­ 
tions as there have been Christ­ 
mases. Countless customs from the 
Old World have been absorbed 
through the centuries into the cele­ 
brations that we participate in to­ 
day. 
A few. however, have been 
passed down from one generation 
to another, remaining always the 
same. 
The Indians of Canada, for ex­ 
ample, believe that the deer kneel 
in prayer each Christmas Eve. An 
early missionary probably is re­ 
sponsible for the idea, but it still 
lingers and wily Indians have al­ 
ways attempted to catch the deer 
in the act. 
In England, it is believed that 
the bees express veneration for the 
nativity by singing in their hives 
at midnight. The bee hives are al­ 
ways adorned with holly sprigs for 
the Yuletide season. 
In Europe it was custom for a 
young girl to creep to the family 
woodpile on Christmas Eve and 
pull out the first stick that her 
hand touched. 
If the stick was a 
straight one, with no knots, tradi­ 
tion said that she would have a 
good husband. 
Farmers in Europe also gave 
torches to their children and sent

The original intention to name 
the town Santa Fe fell through 
when the officials at Washington 
suggested that the town be named 
something else, since there was al­ 
ready a Santa Fe in New Mexico. 
On Christmas Eve, in 1882, the 
citizens held a mass meeting to 
select another name, but every 
one proposed was discarded for 
one reason or another. 
The meet­ 
ing was about to break up when

in to get warm.

tume and his arrival put one name 
in every mind. 
And so the town was named 
Santa Claus.

Paper Gnomes And Soap ‘Snow’ 
Proclaim Christmas On Your Lawn 


Thick, fluffy soap suds make realistic snow drifts with which to 
adorn a tree that is set beside the door-way on a protected porch 
to welcome guests with simple Christmas charm. Lather hardens 
into textured finish which lasts the season without shedding.

You don’t need a life-size Santa 
on your chimney or animated rein­ 
deer on your lawn to proclaim 
Christmas spirit to those who ap­ 
proach your home during the Yule 
season. Simple, inexpensive ex­ 
terior decorations can speak just 
as eloquently of your gaiety and 
imagination. 
If you’re lucky enough to have 
an evergreen 
growing 
in 
your 
front yard, here’s an 
idea 
for 
adornment contributed by artist 
peter Hunt. 
A collection of old mop and 
broom handles provides the basis 
for trimmings for an outdoor tree. 
Cut the sticks into even lengths, 
give them a base coat of white, 
then add a fancy touch with bril­ 
liant red barber-pole stripes. Clip 
these to the green branches with 
cup hooks, and the effect will be 
that of a 
legendary candy tree 
hung with peppermint sticks. 
To turn a snowfall into a wind­ 
fall, try this soap trick for saving 
both bother and budget during the 
Christmas season. 
All that’s re­ 
quired is a tree, firmly entrenched 
in bucket or holder, and a big 
bucket of fluffy suds. 
Dry Lather 
Dry lather is what you need; use 
little water and much soap or de­ 
tergent. 
Then heap the boughs of 
the tree 
with 
your home-made 
snow. 
This “snow”, which drifts 
and clings in a striking realistic 
manner, has the advantage of be­ 
ing inexpensive, non-inflammable, 
/ind there’s no mess from shedding. 
Once dry, the sifts harden into a 
lasting, textured finish. 
Such a tree, set upon a sheltered 
porch, or used to grace a vestibule, 
welcomes the visitor to your home 
with a glint of brilliant white and 
a hint of the good cheer that awaits 
him. 
Ifs suitable for indoor dec­ 
oration, too, if you’ve no place 
outside your door for this senti­ 
nel of hospitality. 
I ts worth a bit of effort to make 
your door 
an inviting 
oire at 
Christmas time. 
It sets the mood 
for whoever enters your home. 
John Drill, talented young New 
York designer, suggests for those 
who wish a simple but effective 
arrangem ent a gleaming cone fill­ 
ed with greens from the country 
or 
fuzzy 
c o l o r e d 
Christmas 
boughs from the city shops. 
You can make a cone yourself, 
using a chicken wire frame. 
Cut 
the wire in a half-circle, then bend 
it into a cone, twisting the cut 
wires together to hold the frame 
in shape. 
The radius of the circle 
should be equal to the length you 
^desire for the finished cone. 
Cover 
this 
wire 
frame 
with 
heavy-weight 
metallic paper, 
if 
yours is a well-protected door, or 


with oilcloth, if there’s a chance 
rain may reach it. This, too, should 
be shaped from a half-circle, the 
radius of which should be slightly 
larger than that you allow'ed for 
the chicken wire. 
To add a touch of glitter to the 
i finished cone, fasten round sequins 


J into place with household cem ent 
(Round Christmas balls, scattered 
among the greens you use to fill 


j the cones, are a nice complement 
to the sequins. 
For another sprightly door orna­ 
ment, Drill suggests three little 
metallic-paper gnomes marching , 
steadfastly across a pine or cedar J 
bough. 
Bodies of the gnomes are 
fashioned from 3-inch half-circles, 
shaped into tiny cones. The arms 
I are cut separately, and stapled ’or 
! tacked into place with thread. Tile 
j wires on which they carry their | 
j glittering stars are handsome when 
shiny brass is the metal used. 
Fasten the end of the wires be­ 
tween their hands, glue together, 
(slipping on a paper clip to hold in 
I place until the cement is thor- 
| oughly dry.

Had you been alive in the veal 
1851, you might have w anted a 
C hristm as tree for the holidays. 
B ut if you had been living in 
Cleveland, Ohio (or elsewhere, for 
that m atter), and had put up a 
tree, you would have been boy­ 
cotted in business, possibly th re a t­ 
ened with discharge by your e m ­ 
ployer and otherw ise placed under 
com m unity pressure. 
The Christmas tree, which we 
now 
take 
for 
granted, 
w asn't 
know n in this country a hundred 
years ago. It was introduced first 
to the startled m em bers of Cleve­ 
la n d ’s Zion L utheran church by 
th e Rev. Henry C. Schw an, their 
pastor. 
He 
rem em bered 
nostalgically 
th e C hristm as trees of his youth/in 
G erm any. 
The tree v/as prettily 
decorated 
wdth 
candles, 
apples, 
gilt, tinsel and candies. 
Its effect on C levelanders was 
im m ediate and electric. 
The tree 
th rew the town into an uproar. 
But despite the high feeling about 
it, the Reverend Schwran and his 
flock had another tree th e next 
year. First, Clevelanders got used 
to the idea, then they took it to 
heart. 
Century Old 
Though the practice of having a 
tree as part of the C hristm as cele­ 
bration is thus only a century old 
in this country, it dates m uch far­ 
th e r back in Europe. St. Boniface, 
an 
English 
monk living around 
700 
A. D., brought 
the 
custom 
w ith 
him 
to G erm any w hen he 
w as sent there as a missionary. 
' He 
replaced 
the 
sacrifices to 
idols 
with 
fir 
trees adorned in 
honor of the Christ 
child. 
This 
custom came from early tree w or­ 
ship 
and 
is also related to the 
laurel of the Rom ans and m any 
pre-C hristian festivals. 
Eventually, what becam e a G er­ 
m an custom traveled back to Eng­ 
land, in 1841, by m eans of Prince 
A lbert, husband of Queen Victoria. 
T he G erm an prince had a C hrist­ 
m as tree at the palace th at year 
and 
soon 
English families w ere 
im itating the royal family. 
“O, Tannebaum ” 
In Seventeenth-C entury France, 
travelers reported seeing Christ-

time. 
Ju n io r A m erica, as well as a n ­ 
swerless parents, can relax. S a n ta’s 
task isn’t quite so form idable as 
ii seems. 
This .lolly old saint who 
gladdens the heart of children at 
the Yule season is a creature of 
m a n y guises, and his is not a one- 
night show. 
He has. in fact, from 
Dec. 6 to Jan. 6 to m ake his b e ­ 
nevolent rounds. 
Among the first children visited 
by the gift-giver are the young­ 
ster.'- of 
Holland 
and Belgium. 
They reach their peak of excite­ 
m ent in the first few days of De­ 
cember. in anticipation of the feast 
d a y of St. Nicholas. 
The saint him self arrives on the 
eve of the day. and. showing h im ­ 
self in his red bishop’s robe and 
m iter, checks in person the con­ 
duct of each child during the fore­ 
going year. 
His arrival is announced by a 
show er of sw eets on a clean sheet 
that has previously been spread in 
readiness upon the floor. 
As the 
children scram ble for the treats, 
he enters, accom panied by his lit­ 
tle servant, Black Pete, who holds

This he does, leaving gifts in the 
i wooden shoes that have been set 
out carefully on window sill or 
1 hearthstone, and taking care to re ­ 
move the straw and carrots th a t 
thoughtful children have left in 


I their footw ear for St. Nick’s h u n ­ 
gry w hite horse. 
In France, too, gifts are left in 
shoes, except in this country it is 
Petit Noel (the Christ Child), or 
Bonhom m e Noel (F ather C hrist­ 
mas.) who rew ards deserving little 
ones. 
In the sm all villages, chil­ 
dren 
c a n y 
little candle-lighted 
creches through the streets, sing­ 
ing carols and collecting pennies. 
C hildren’s 
processions 
are 
an 
im portant feature of the Christm as 
'celebration in Romania, too. From 
Dec. 24 through the 
31st 
they 
m arch in the daytim e bearing on 
a high pole a six-pointed star and 
tinkling bells, and in the evening 
go about singing greetings, ca rry ­ 
ing long bags w ith which to re ­ 
ceive gifts. 
In Italy, pre-C hristm as activities 
include m uch

of

poems or little speeches by young­ 
sters. 
They join with their elders 
in 
the observance of the Holy 
Festival, w hich begins with

If. during the 
holidays, 
you 
should open an envelope to find 
th a t it contained a Christm as card 
decorated with seaw eed or luggage 
labels, you might not be amused. 
Back in the Victorian era, you 
would have gotten som ething like 
that, or else a card trim m ed with 
bits of blanket, real corks or dried 
flowers. 
The Christmas card custom that 
w e accept as an integral part of 
the holidays is a relatively new 
one. 
It really got its start in the 
Victorian England of the 1840’s. 
Victoria and A lbert had just in­ 


troduced 
the C hristm as 
tree to 
th e ir subjects and a w riter named 


I C harles Dickens 
had 
penned 
a 
; book that all of England w ept over 
: and loved. It was called “A Christ- 
I m as Carol.” 
In a collection 
of 
prints 
and 


j d raw ings in the British Museum, 
th e re ’s a card th at is believed to 
be 
the 
w orld’s 
first 
Christm as 
card. 
It bears the d ate 1842 and 
| the 16-year-old artist w ho created 
it signed himself, “W. M. Egley, 


I J u n r.” 
B ut the C hristm as card custom 
; as w e know7 it really caught on 
i d u rin g the 18(50’s. 
T he first com­ 


m ercial cards appeared in England 
in 1862, the year 
of the second 
G reat International Exhibition. 
These first cards w ere designed 
by an artist nam ed C. H. Bennett, 
who had done a good deal of w ork 
for the old Punch magazine. 
His 
designs w ere staggeringly unorig­ 
inal. His hu m o r was crude and the 
color used in the cards was poor 
but nevertheless, the idea gained 
favor. 
In A m erica. Louis P rang is gen­ 
erally regarded as the father of 
the A m erican Christm as card. The 
first of the prize competitions he 
held for designs took place in Ju n e 
I $80, and got the popularity of 
the custom well under way in this 
country. 
A 
decade 
rallier, 
Prang 
had 
tried some cards on a small scale. 
He even thought up an enterpris­ 
ing idea: three large cards and a 
sm aller one intended for decorat­ 
ing the home. 
Frosting, 
jeweling 
and 
lace 
paper trim were all fam iliar to 
Victorians. 
B ut ribbon was not. It 
came into general us£ much later. 
The greeting that W. M. Egley 
composed for that first, m om ent­ 
ous card of his is still the greeting 
that A m ericans like best today: 
“A M erry Chirstm as and a H appy 
New Y ear to You.”

Balsam Said To 
Be Best Yule Tree 


In choosing a Christm as tree, 
m any look for trees th at will not 
shed 
needles 
quickly 
indoors. 
Highly recom m ended are balsam 
and Douglas firs, which usually 
will hold their needles as long as 
tw o or th ree weeks in 
a 
w arm 
house. 
Balsam is fragrant beyond all 
other C hristm as trees, has long 
low er branches and thick spire­ 
like top. 
Its needles do not stab 
the hand. 
Like the needles of all 
firs, they are usually flattened, 
not squarish. 
F or longer life, place the tree 
outdoors in a bucket of w ater for 
24 hours before putting it up, or 
place in a w aterproof container of 
w et sand and keep the san d moist.

The delicious tradition of b ak ­ 
ing cookies and sm all cakes for 
C hristm as is centuries old. 
The 
Christm as 
cooky had its 
birth in old G erm any hundreds of 
years ago. Honey rich Lebkuchen, 
spicy Pfeffernusse and Springerie 
with anise seed are part of Christ­ 
mas all over N orthern Europe. 
According to R uth Andre, a dis­ 
tinguished food ex p ert born in the |

of Thief 
River, America loves its cookies, 
too. She grew up, she reports, in 
the heart of the cooky country. 
Today, as director of the Pillsbury 
Mills test kitchen in Minneapolis,

Mrs. Andre, in cooperation with

F ro m France, noted for h er de­

T h ree-q u arters cup (5 to 6) egg 
whites, unbeaten; 1% cup sugar,

V a cup blanched almonds, finely 
chopped.

2 teaspoons 
anise seed, 4 eggs, slightly beaten; 
2 cups firmly packed brown sugar. 
Sift together flour, soda, cloves, 
nutmeg, salt, cinnam on and pep­ 
per. 
Add anise seed. C o m b i n e 
eggs and brown sugar; add to dry 
ingredients and m ix well. 
If de­ 
sired, dough m ay be chilled. Shape 
dough with w ell-floured hands in­ 
to balls the size of walnuts.
